Hi Clay, the antenna system , was put together in qrp fashion 

, even if not true qrp according to some. 

Picked up most of the rohn 25 sections used from a local and 
bought a used 4 element 10-15-20 quad (for $150 ). Rewired the 
quad, and I was on 3 bands. 

Later , I bought a used cushcraft 2 element 40 m antenna and 
after extensive modeling using W7EL's Elnec, found there was 
substantially no interaction when mounting the 2 40m elements 
on the same boom as the quad. 


The installation was a bit tougher since the elements needed 

22 foot spacing and I couldnt find any volunteers to walk out 

11 feet on the thin wall quad boom to attach the elements. 

But eventually , I did get it done . 

I estimate I have approximately $ 1500 bux in the antenna system 
including the tailtwister rotor and all the coax and guy wires. 

I later found that the 40m cushcraft works well on 17 and 12 meters. 
I originally thought this was due to to some loading effects of 

all the quad wires, but after talking to other hams that have 

the 40cd2 (?) , I heard their antennas also work on 17 & 12 meters 
so it really seems to be a function of the way the elements are 
loaded that causes the loading scheme to act as a trap.

"apartment dwelling thing". While I haven't had a chance to tweak it up 
and try it out yet (its a ten meter unit), I will be interested to see 
how it performs compared to my "inside-the-attic" center fed wire 


dipole...... I gotta think that almost ANYthing would work better. 


For contests I usually set up a temporary outside mast and put my 
Cushcraft AR1O0 vertical up. I don't want to LEAVE the AR10 up, mostly 
because I don't think it would survive very long in this dumb 

Indiana weather, and also because it turns out that since you can 
telescope it back down again it makes a very portable, easy to assemble 
field antenna (believe it or not). 


I will admit that the wire dipole works a lot better xafterx I bought the 
MFJ tuner and can tweak things a bit. Still, when I have the AR10 up 
outside I can xeasilyx tell the difference is not only the signal 
strength of incoming signals but the reports I get BACK, which follows 
being able to work stations that the in-attic dipole doesn't even 

touch.

I gave my comments on actual results with the Isotron to give a more balanced 
picture of its usefulness than some of the published reviews have. One of my 
"“squawks" with product reviews is that they are often too positive. Not that 
they have to trash a product for its shortcomings, but nothing is ever 

perfect, either. The best kind of review gives its readers an idea of the 
relative utility or usefulness of the product. My analogy between operating 
with QRP into a full-size antenna and the Isotron with QRP is an attempt to 
give the Internet group enough info to realistically judge the Isotron's merits. 


BTW, I'n not negative toward the antenna. If I were a QRO kind of guy, it 
would be great. And the proprietor, Ralph Bilal was very helpful to me. The 
antenna I got was basically brand new, but had no instruction book. Ralph 
helped me get it going.

David Johnson <djohnson@acpub.duke.edu> said: 


>You mention an overly sensitive receiver? Don't 
>see how that could be, but I guess the point may be 
>that "you can't push on a rope", as my physicist 
>friend is fond of saying. Is this the same idea as 
>the futility of trying to reach beyond the point 
>of diminishing returns? 


The problem is that all receivers have a finite dynamic range. 
If your receiver is "overly sensitive", meaning that its noise figure is 
below the external noise level, then you are wasting some of your precious 


dynamic range (at the large signal end).

The solution is to make your receiver just sensitive enough to hear an 
increase in external noise when the antenna is plugged in. This is the best 
way to determine the maximum value of the RF gain control on an RX. Then 


you'll maximise your dynamic range.

>for their evaluation, etc. After being told that what I was complaining 
>about could be eliminated by tuning in a cw signal using the RIT I chose 


I've had two 555 Scouts. The PTOs on both seemed to tune fine. The 
problem I had was that Ten-Tec specced that the TX sidetone, TX offset, 
and center frequency of the crystal filter were 750 Hz. In fact, with the 
Jones filter in the narrow postion the center frequency was about 500 
HZ. So with a CW signal peaked in the filter at 500 Hz, the TX sidetone 
did not match and the TX offset was 250 HZ high (enough so the other 
station might not hear your signal). Since the IF is shared for SSB and 
CW, adjusting the BFO frequency to get the center of the crystal up to 
750 Hz mangled the SSB audio response. Ten Tec's solution was to have 
you use the RIT to tune in a CW signal at 750 Hz. I padded the sidetone 
oscillator down to 500 Hz and re-set the TX offset to 500 Hz and 
succesfully used it that way. 


>The receiver was very noisy and did not match up to the sensitivity of 
> my MFJ 9020. Although it was, I guess usable. 


The receiver is somewhat noisey. Connecting an antenna seems to mask 
the noise. I don't feel that the QRP+ was any noiser than the MFJ9OXX 
rigs that I have had, but I don't currently have one to actually test 
it against. 

On a test on 20 meters, a CW signal which ran S6 - S7 on the Scout was 
S5 - S6 on the QRP+. I'm still trying to think of a good general test 
for sensitivity and minimun discernable signal. 


>The constant "pinging" at each attack of the agc was too much of an 
This is the 'pop' from the audio derived AGC. Good designs can reduce 
this but it will always be there to some extent and is a characteristic 


of audio derived AGC. 


>I got a couple of reports of poor, weak, audio on SSB. This could well 


>have been my mic. Don't know. I tried to use the mic I had used with 
>the Argo, which brought raves about the quality of audio, by coupling it 
>thru a cap to block the de but it didn't work. 


I've tried three mikes including the Scout mike with about the same 
results. So far the best mike has been a homebrew electret mike 
built with junk box parts. Rob, WA3ULH, has reported good results 
with the mike that Index Labs sells to go with the QRP+. I'm 
reluctant to spend $25-$30 on a mike (but $100 for a CW paddle is 
OK :-) ).

Subject: QRP+ Info - Part 2 


I set up a test to try and evaluate the minimum signal that the QRP+ 
can hear compared to a Ten Tec Paragon (the Scout is on its way to a 
new owner). 

I used a 3.6864 Mhz, 40 milliwatt transmitter with the output 

T connected to a 50 ohm load and the input of a 120 DB step 
attenuator. The output of the attenuator connected to the 

input of the radio under test. 


The Pargaon was tested with the 500 Hz filter selected and the 
QRP+ was tested with the 500 Hz filter selected. 

The test was performed at 14.7456 Mhz (4th harmonic of 3.6864 Mhz) 
because I wanted to test in the 14 Mhz band. 


The procedure was to connect the radio to the attenuator output, 
tune in the 14.745 Mhz signal, and reduce the attenuator to the 


point where the signal was last heard. 


Both the Paragon and QRP+ heard the signal down to -90 db. 


The QRP+ did not hear the signal at -100 db. 
On the Paragon the signal was just barely discernable at -100 db. 


Also noted: 
At -40 db the signal was S7 on the Paragon and S8 on the QRP+. 
At -60 db the signal was S4 on the Paragon and S3 on the QRP+. 


So, compared to the Paragon the QRP+ hears pretty well.

Subject: Re: Type A and B Iambic Keying 


David Taylor asked: 


I'd be very interested in a description of type A and type B Iambic keying, 
and why type A is to be avoided? 


Here's the answer: 
With Type A keying, if I'm squeezing both paddles and let go, the 


keyer completes the element (dit or dah) in progress when I let 
go, then stops. With Type B, it completes that element and then 


sends one of the opposite element before stopping. 


That means that if I want to send, for example, K, iambically, 
with Type A, I squeeze both paddles, making sure I hit the 

dah one first, then hold until the second dah starts. As soon 

as it starts, I release both paddles and the keyer completes 

the dah. With Type B, I would have to release both paddles 

as soon as I hear the dit in the middle. The keyer would complete 
the dit, send a dah, then quit. 


I think Type A was the first, or at least was the first type 
implemented in a Curtis chip. The current Curtis Chip, the 
8044ABM, will do either, and is switchable between them. However, 
most built-in keyers in rigs use Type B. I believe the Super CMOS 
Keyer that is quite popular is a Type B. 


If someone is going to learn Iambic keying for the first time, 

it would be advisable to learn Type B, because it is fast becoming 

the standard. Once you've learned one or the other, it is extremely 
difficult to change over. I learned Type A, so will forever hoard 

chips that work that way.

Re the recent comment from NH6IL that UHF TV tuners have a great cap: 

I said the same thing in the Idea Exchange in the QRP Quarterly back in 
the late 80's, before I took over the column. Tuning is highly 
nonlinear due to the shape of the plates, but if you tie all three 
sections together you get a good delta-capacitance. Note--we're 
talking about the older ones which do have a real cap, not varactor 
tuning. You do have to remove the ball bearing which provides the 
detent, and that typically takes 5 seconds with a Philipps screwdriver. 
As for the caps themselves, they're built into the housing of the tuner 
so you have to keep the whole thing, but it's not that big, and the 


caps are built like a tank. You may well find they have a dead short 
from the stator to ground--at UHF TV freqs, that's a fine inductor but 
for HF it's a dead short so you have to carefully remove that little 
strip of metal. Neat caps, and I save every UHF tuner I can find. (Do 
I ever use them? Nah, but I still save them!) 73 and Queue Our Pea DE
